No posttlv* statement can be made at (fata time as to 
bow the fire within the house originally started. The best 
"educated guess" of all parties concerned, including the Fire 
Marshal in Los Angeles, Is that the fire was started as a 
result of a tear gas projectile fired Into the house. St has 
been alleged that the suspects In the house had ta their 
possession *Moiotov cocktails. * & Is conceivable a bullst 
bitting a Molotov cocktail could have caused the fire. The 
Fire Marshal for the City of Los Angeles is continuing bis 
Inquiry In this regard. 

For approximately ten to twelve minutes prior to any 
action being taken by either the law enforcement officers on 
file sesne or the suspects within the house, a law enforce- 
ment officer utilising a bullhorn repeated for this period of 
time the command for the suspects to surrender and come 
out of the bouse since the house was surrounded. One male 
Individual, who was a friend of the landlady of the bouse 
visiting with her at fits time, did come out of the bouse. He 
said he observed four people in the house, a Negro male 
and a white male and two white females all wearing black 
berets ami gun belts. He claimed he was watching television 
and heard two commands ordering the occupants to come 
out. One of the four said they were not coming out. After 
the second command, he left the house. When no further 
response was received, a tear gas canister was fired through 
One of the windows of the house fay the Los Angeles Police 
Department. The suspects in the house immediately 
retaliated by firing at the police officers on the scene in an 
extremely rapid fashion. The fire was returned by the law 
enforcement officers.

Hie house at 1486 84th Street, Los Angeles, where 
the suspects were located was complkely destroyed by fire. 

The Los Angeles Fire Department was available but could 
not move Into the area mtil the shooting stopped. Hie 
shooting did not eease mtft the house was completely In 
flames. As a result of the burning of this house and the 
start the fire had prior to the Los Angeles Fire Department's 
being able to take any action, the bouses on either side and 
to the rear of this house actually did catch fire but the fires 
were Immediately extinguished by the Los Angeles Fire 
Department. Hie exact damage to these homes because of 
the fire to not known. As to any other damage, several 
automobiles In the area have bullet holes in them and 
several of the homes to the area have bullet marks. 

Hite was a most regrettable incident, particularly 
to view of the loss of lives involved; but, ns you can appreciate, 
the action taken by toe Los Angeles Police Department and 
the FBI was action that was mandatory aider the circumstances 
to toe fulfillment of our responsibilities to the clttoens of 
this country and the State of California. 1 trust that this 
Information will serve to answer your inquiry.

CHRONOLOGY OF EVENTS 
MAY 16 - 19, 1974 


SHOOTING INCIDENT AT 
MEL'S SPORTING GOODS STORE 

THURSDAY, MAY 16, 1974 

Shortly after 4:00 p.m. , a white male and female were 
stopped by an employee of Mel's Sporting Goods Store, 11425 Crenshaw 
Boulevard, Inglewood, California, on suspicion of shoplifting- A 
scuffle ensued, and while the employee attempted to handcuff the 
male, who was disarmed of a .38 caliber Colt revolver, shots were 
fired from a Volkswagen van parked across the street. The employee 
and others took shelter as the couple fled the scene in the van. 

A few minutes later, the occupants abandoned the van and 
commandeered a black and yellow Pontiac. Around 4:35 p.m., the 
Pontiac was abandoned and a 1963 Chevrolet Nova station wagon was 
commandeered. Eye witnesses subsequently identified the couple as 
William Taylor Harris and Emily Montague Harris, known members of the 
SLA. Additional investigation indicates the Harrises abandoned the 
Chevrolet station wagon and obtained other vehicles during their 
flight. 


Based on evidence obtained and information from witnesses, 
AUSA, Los Angeles, subsequently authorized Federal process 
against William Taylor Harris and Emily Montague Harris for 
violation of National Firearms Act and State Firearms Control Assis- 
tance Act. Bond was recommended at £50,000 each for William and Emil} 
Harris. Efforts to locate and apprehend the Harrises are continuing. 


INVESTIGATION LEADING TO SHOOTOUT 
AT 1466 EAST 54TH STREET, LOS ANGELES 

THURSDAY, MAY 16, 1974 

The Volkswagen van utilized by the Harrises in fleeing from 
Mel's Sporting Goods Store had been previously ticketed for 
a parking violation by the Los Angeles Police Department. 

This ticket was issued while the van was parked in the area of 
835 West 84th Street, Los Angeles. Neighborhood investigation deter- 
mined this van was used by individuals who resided at 833 West 84th 
'Street, Los Angeles. 
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FRIDAY , MAY 17, 1974 

Surveillance was maintained at 833 West 84th Street 
■until 9:30 a.m. , when this residence was entered and determined to 
be unoccupied. 

During the search, material was obtained which 
indicated that occupants of this house had background data on 
various prominent individuals. These persons are being notified 
of possible SLA interest in their activities. 

Based upon an alert issued by the FBI, Los Angeles Police 
Department observed a 1964 Volkswagen van and a 1966 Chevrolet van 
parked at the rear of 1451 East 53rd Street, Los Angeles, at 1:00 p.m. 
These vehicles had previously been observed by the FBI during a sur- 
veillance in the vicinity of 833 West 84th Street, Los Angeles. It 
was determined that the registration for the Volkswagen van had the 
same fictitious address used in the purchase of a 1972 Volkswagen re- 
covered after the shooting incident at Mel ' s Sporting Goods Store, 
Inglewood, California. 

Through investigation in vicinity of 1451 East 53rd Street, 
Los Angeles, it was determined that two men and three women plus the 
usual occupants were inside the residence located at 1466 East 54th 
Street, Los Angeles. These individuals were allegedly packing 
luggage and making preparations to leave. 

At approximately 5:50 p.m., FBI Agents and Los Angeles 
Police initiated efforts to enter the residence at 1466 East S4th 
Street, Los Angeles. A firefight ensued during which tear gas was 
utilized and heavy weapon fire exchanged for approximately 60 
minutes. 


Prior to the residence being engulfed in flames, Christine 
Johnson, who stated she was held as a hostage, fled from the house. 
She identified from photographs William Lawton Wolfe, Camilla Hall, 
Donald David DeFreeze, and tentatively identified Nancy Ling Perry 
as being in the residence. She stated victim Patricia Hearst was 
not at the residence. Christine Johnson has been charged by the 
Los Angeles Police Department for Harboring. Weapons fire from 
within the house ceased at approximately 7:00 p.m. 

T No Bureau Agents were injured; however, one Los Angeles 
Police Department officer received minor injuries resulting from 
a fall from a roof during the gunbattle.

At 11:38 p.m. on 5/19/74, Dr. L. S. Wolfe, Emmaus, 
Pennsylvania, telephone number '(215) 967^-2616, advised he is 
the father of "Willie" Wolfe (true name: William Lawton . 
Wolfe, SLA suspect who was killed with five others in 
Los Angeles shootout 5/17/74). At the outset Dr. Wolfe said 
it was permissible for the FBI to tape this telephone conver- 
sation and he** was promptly advised that this would not be 
done.
